From Windows of Flat Houses—One 
Shot Hits Boy and Another Break! 


Butcher Shop Window 


Nc\y York, Aug. 20.—Ten persons 


are suffering from dog bites, a boj 
from a pistol shot wound and several 
panes of glass In the neighborhood 
of Lenox avenue and 136th street arc 
shattered, all because some fun loving 
children tied a tin can to the tall ol 
a bull terrier, which immediately act- 
ed as though mud, rushing among the 
children and biting everybody who 
came near him. 


Mothers, fathers, sisters and broth- 


ers threw innumerable plates, cups, 
saucers, dish-pans and frying pant 
at the animal as he barked and bit. 
Some of the articles, Instead of hit- 
ting the terrier, landed on the heads 
of pedestrians scurrying out o£ the 
way. 


Several men blazed away at the ter- 


rier from the windows of houses on 
the block with revolvers. One of the 
shots penetrated the foot of a boy. 
Another went through the window ol 
a butcher shop, doing about lifty dol- 
lars' worth of damage, while a third 
broke another pane of glass. 


Notwithstanding that more than one- 


hundred shots were flred at the dog, 
that he was chased for nearly a mile 
by the reserves of two police stations 
and citizens, the animal, with the tin 
can still trailing and bumping after 
him, 
got away. 


The dog was a full grown white 


bull terrier, owned by Harry Demon; 
of Seventh avenue, 
and was well 


known in the neighborhood. 


The dog appeared in 136th street, 


between Lenox and Seventh avenues. 
A leash was trailing Irom his collar, 
and it subsequently was learned that 
he had been taken for a walk by a 
friend of Denmore, but had broken 
away. 


Children playing on the sidewalk 


called the dog. He showed a friendly 
Interest In them and everything was 
going lovely until some one conceived 
the Idea of tying the can to his tall. 
The children laughed with anticipa- 
tion of the comical spectacle the dog 
would make running down the street 
with the can rattling on the pave- 
ment behind him. anil struck him sev- 
eral sharp blows to accelerate the filn. 


The dog hurled himself against the 


children like a cyclone, knocking 
some of them down, and snapping at 
everything human within reach. Most 
of those bitten were in the melee. 


I n - a Jiffy the block was cleared of 


persons and the dog ran into 135th 
street. As he ran up and down negroes 
appeared with revolvers at the up- 
slairs. windows of flat houses and 
opened lire on him. 
Their bullets 


went wild. 


One of the 
bullets entered the; 


right foot o£ little Otto Colman, who 
had ventured to return to the street. 
He fell, and the dog ran toward him. 
Henry Phillips jumped to his rescue 
and was bitten, hut helped the Col- 
man boy to safety before the dog had 
done them any further harm. 


The dog seemed dazed, but con- 


tinued up Seventh avenue. • The cry 
of "mad dog!" had been given along 
the avenue and persons had taken 
refuge in doorways. 
The dog en- 


countered nobody until he reached 
139th street. Then he met Mrs. Til- 
ton and Mrs. West. Mrs. West was 
wheeling her baby in a go-cart. She 
leaned over to protect the child and 
was badly bitten, but saved the baby 
from all but a scratch. 


Those bitten were taken to the hos- 


pital and had their wounds cauterized, 
after which they went home.
